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PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


In the past year 39 home visits to Mechanic Falls have 
been made by your Public Health Nurse. These visits 
were to mothers of infants and preschool children in 
order to assist them with problems of nutrition and other 
conditions affecting good health. 

Additional visits were made to crippled children in 
order to assist in securing medical supervision and services 
of the Crippled Children’s Clinic. 

A series of 5 Child Health Conferences were held at the 
Community House sponsored by the Farm Bureau. At 
these Conferences the attending physician examined chil-~ 
dren, discussed problems with the parents and where neces- 
sary made recommendations regarding the child’s physical 
condition, Protection against communicable diseases, such 
as whooping cough, smallpox and diphtheria was offered 
and the following immunizations were given: smallpox 
vaccinations—74; Diphtheria immiunizations—71; and 
whooping cough—62. 

Visits were also made to patients suffering from tuber- 
culosis as well as members of the family who were living in 
direct contact with the cases. Efforts were made to secure 
x-ray and medical care wherever indicated. 

Plans for the next year include a continuation of the 
present routine with emphasis on additional health assis- 
tance to families having health problems. 

Appreciation is expressed to Mrs. Prudence Stanton, 
chairman, and the very capable members of her committee 
who assisted in planning the Child Health Conferences. 
The success of this venture reflects the wholehearted in- 
terest and cooperation that was demonstrated by this 
group.

Your tax rate will be established in your 
annual Town Meeting according to the appropriations 
which you, the citizens, approve at that time. Your As- 
Sessors must assess your property for enough to secure 
taxes to the amount of your appropriations plus a State 
Tax of $7,849.90 and a County Tax of $1,817.76. 


Relief problems are continually with us, and every item 
has increased rapidly in cost in the past two years. 


Owing to decreased allowances to Old Age Recipients by 
the State, we have been obliged to supplement aid for the 
proper care and sustenance of several cases. Medical 
care and treatment has been denied these elderly 
persons by those who administer grants and benefits for 
them. 


The State Audit Department has promised to have its 
findings in the printer’s hands in season for publication ir 
this year’s report. 


As always, the town accounts are available to the citi- 
zens at any time, and we wish that more would come to 


me 


the office for first hand information regarding the affairs 
of the town. 


We are all looking forward to the time when more new 
buildings will be constructed. Many new homes are needed 
in Mechanic Falls. This added valuation would help the 
town in every way. 


You should study the recommendations of the Budget 
Committee, the members of which have devoted much time 
and thought in an effort to present a budget that will care 
for the expenses of the current year. 


It has been a pleasure to work with all the Town Offi- 
cials. They have been most helpful in their efforts to as- 
sist in promoting the best interests of the town, and to the 
citizens, we express sincere thanks for their loyalty.

CASH 


The cash balance shown on the records of the Treasurer 
was reconciled with the bank statement furnished by the 
Mechanic Falls Branch of the Lewiston Trust Company. 

All revenues appeared to have been properly recorded 
and were traced to deposits in the bank. 

Expenditures were made by check from warrants au- 
thorized by the Town Council. 


ACCOUNTS RECEIVABLE 


_ This account is represented by current items due the 
Town which had not been paid at the time the books were 
closed. These items are considered to be collectible and 
the detail is presented on Schedule A-1. 


TAXES RECEIVABLE 
The commitment of 1947 taxes to the Collector ‘was 
checked and found to be in agreement with the records of 
the Assessors. The taxes remaining unpaid on this com- 
mitment were checked with the records of the Collector 
and the detail of these items is shown on Schedule A-12. 


TAX LIENS 


This account was reduced during the year, principally 
by payments received. Unredeemed tax liens in the 
amount of $236.95 were on hand at the close of the year. 
These lens were found on file with the Town Treasurer 
and were examined and found to be in proper order. The 
detail of the unpaid tax liens is presented on Schedule 
Av13: 


TAX ACQUIRED PROPERTY 


This account was reduced during the year through the 
sale of properties acquired by tax lien foreclosures. The

The item in this account is the John G. Noyes property 
on which the Town holds a warranty deed. 


INVENTORY 
This account is represented by Highway Department 
supplies on hand at the close of the year and the detail is 
presented on Schedule A-6. 


ACCOUNTS PAYABLE 
Pay roll deductions for Withholding Taxes and Teachers’ 
Pensions constitute this account. These items were not 
due to be paid to the governmental agencies involved until

BONDS PAYABLE 
The required payment of $2,000 was made on the Re- 
funding Bond Issue of 1948. The amount of $12,000 re- 
mained outstanding at February 16, 1948, to be retired at 
the rate of $2,000 annually.

The Net Deficit of $10,080.09 at the beginning of the 
year was reduced to $10,013.14, a net reduction of $66.95. 
The items contributing to the change in this account are 
presented on Exhibit E of this report. 


TRUST FUNDS 


The several trust funds were examined and appeared to 
be properly invested and segregated as to principal and 
unexpended income. 


SCHOOL DEPARTMENT 


In the examination of the accounts of the School De. 
partment, it was noted that interdepartmental transfers 
had been made in accounts subsidized by State School 
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Funds and those not subsidized by State School Funds. 
Transfers to subsidized accounts are allowed by the State 
Department of Education, but no transfers should be made 
to accounts supported by other funds. 


GENERAL 
A net overdraft in the amount of $3,643.43 has been 
charged to the Net Deficit account. The Attorney Gen- 
eral has rendered an opinion on this point and it is in- 
cluded for the benefit of the municipal officers. 


‘“The municipal officers are bound by the terms 
of the articles in the warrant calling the meet- 
ine providing for the expenditure of money. 
The officers should not spend more than the tax- 
payers appropriated at town meeting, unless 
the statute expressly authorizes an expenditure 

in excess of the appropriation.’’ 


The provisions of Chapter 84, Section 81 of the Revised 
Statutes of 1944, however, relate to expenditures of mon- 
ies for highway purposes and permit overdrafts in eases 
of emergencies to the extent of 15% of the appropriation. 


The corporate surety bonds furnished by the Treasurer 
and the Town Manager, who is also Tax Collector, were 
examined and appeared to be in accordance with the pro- 
visions of the statutes. 


The excise tax collections were checked and found to 
have been deposited with the Treasurer. 


Paid vouchers and pay rolls were examined to the ex- 
tent deemed necessary. 


The records maintained by the various officials of the 


Town were found to be in a satisfactory condition,

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Annual Report of Public Health 
Nursing Service 1948 


MECHANIC FALLS 


Nursing service in Mechanic Falls has been continuous 
this past year. 


One of the most important methods of securing and main- 
taining optimum health for a community is through the pro- 
tection of its children. This should begin early in the infancy 
and pre-school period of the child and continue throughout the 
life span of the individual. Attendance at immunization clinics 
and physical examinations for everyone is a sure method of 
helping to prevent illness and loss of time and income during 
one’s productive years. 


A total of six child health conferences were held during the 
spring and summer months. Attendance was unusually good, 
and approximately seventy-five immunizations were completed. 
These included protection against the diseases of diphtheria, 
whooping cough, tetanus and smallpox. Physical examinations 
were given the children by the attending physician. At this 
time the conference physicians also talked with the mothers 
regarding the child’s physical and emotional development. ‘The 
prime purpose of the child health conference is to develop in the 
parent, and the community generally, a consciousness of the 
child’s continuing need for health supervision and examinations 
at periodic intervals. 


Public Health Nursing this past year has not been confined 
to clinic work alone. Home visits have been made whenever a 
need was indicated. Visits to tuberculous patients were made 
and assistance given in regard to methods of protection needed 
for other members of the family. Interviews have resulted in 
plans for work rehabilitation for home-bound patients, as well as 
guidance in family health problems. Visits were made also to 
expectant mothers, new babies and to crippled children. Early 
medical care, or clinic attendance, is always recommended in 
these cases and assistance in securing such help has been given 
when requested.

The services of the crippled children clinics, the cardiac and 
the tumor clinic have been explained to patients as well as 
pediatric and prenatal clinic services which are available through 
local hospitals. 

The Farm Bureau has sponsored many of the health activ- 
ities accomplished this past year. Mrs. Prudence Stanton acted 
as chairman of the conference committees, and she and her as- 
sistant volunteer workers gave freely of their time and effort 
in this project.

We have great confidence that the bridge will be constructed 
during the coming summer, and at that same time the curves 
along Lewiston Street will be lessened.

What is the average cost per pupil in the grades? $71.08. 


What is the average cost per student in high school? 
$129.13. 


How does this compare with the average for the State per 
high school student? The state average for 1947 was $172.73. 


What is the tax rate for schools in Mechanic Falls? On the 
1946 valuation, it was .02458. 


What is the average for the whole State. .02483. 


What is the valuation of Mechanic Falls for school pur- 
poses? $1,482,000.00. This is an increase of $400,000.00 in one 
year. 


What will this do to State School Funds? The State School 
funds will be reduced by $5,276 when the full impact of this in- 
crease valuation has been reflected on State funds. 


How does the State apportion its money of the Towns? 
This is quite complicated but a summary may answer the ques- 
tion. The State pays $3.00 per pupil enrolled in the schools, $400 
for each teaching position. When the school tax rate exceeds 
.015, the State will add $90 per teaching position for each 3 
mills above the 15 mills. As the school tax rate for Mechanic 
Falls under the 1946 valuation was .02458, we received 4 units of 
$90 or $360 per teacher in addition to the $400 making a total 
of $760 per position. Since the valuation has been increased, 
the school tax rate will drop to 17 mills, you will receive $490 
per teaching position. 
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REPAIRS 

The high school building was painted on the outside. The 
interior of the Water Street building was redecorated. The in- 
teriors of all the buildings are in good condition. 

The manual training room was completely changed. It was 
possible to have only 12 boys at a time for instruction. Now, 
with new machinery and a new room, we can instruct 16 or 20 
boys in one group. We have a first class shop. We must add 
some more machines. 


NEEDED REPAIRS 
The Elm Street building must be painted, also the roof over 
the 7th grade room leaks, also some of the finish has rotted. 
The chimney needs attention. 


MR. STONE 
We were very sorry when we learned of the death of Mr. 
Edwin J. Stone. He was a faithful and trusty custodian of the 
High School building since it was built. ‘Uncle Bill” as he was 
called by all who worked with him, has been greaty missed.

Nothing in this ordinance shall be construed to pro- 
hibit. a.duly licensed dealer or broker from selling 
fireworks to any person or organization having a 
permit for a public pyrotechnic display issued under 
the provision of Sec. 3 of this ordinance, or from 
selling fireworks at wholesale to be shipped or de- 
livered beyond the limits of the Town of Mechanic 
Falls. 


The provisions of this ordinance shall not apply to 
the sale, possession or use of ammunition, firearms, 
dynamite, flares and explosive devices for signal 
purposes, or to blank cartridges for theatrical pur- 
poses or for signal purposes in athletic contests or 
sports events. 


(a) Any person, firm or corporation violating any 
provision of Sec. 1, of this ordinance shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof shall 
be subject to a fine not exceeding fifty dollars ($50) 
for each offense. Each sale in violation hereof shall 
constitute a separate offense. 


(b) Any person violating any provision of Sec. 2, 
of this ordinance shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and upon conviction thereof, shall be subject to a 
fine-not exceeding ten dollars ($10) for each offense. 


All fireworks, firecrackers and pyrotechnics of every 
kind and description; shall, when the same are found 
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and taken by virtue of a search warrant, or are 
found in the possession, or under the control of any 
person arrested for the violation of the provisions of 
this ordinance, be safely kept by the direction of the 
court or magistrate having cognizance of the case so 
long as may be necessary for their being used as evi- 
dence on any trial. Upon final judgement, all such 
articles shall be declared forfeited by the court, and 
ordered destroyed. 


Any ordinance, or part thereof, inconsistent here- 
with, is hereby repealed. 


If any section of this ordinance, or part thereof, be 
clared invalid for any reason, it shall not affect the 
validity of the remainder of this ordinance. 


Art. 52. To see if the town will vote to adopt an ordinance 
governing the installation of electric wiring, fixtures and elec- 
trical equipment within the limits of the Town of Mechanic 
Falls, as follows, to wit:

Every person or corporation proposing to install or 
repair wires designated to carry a current of elec- 
tricity within a building shall give notice thereof to 
the wiring inspector, stating the nature of the pro- 
posed work, and shall, before commencing work, ob- 
tain a written permit from the wiring inspector 
therefor; and shall not turn the current on to the 
wires so installed or repaired to be used for electric 
lighting, heating or power transmission until per- 
mission to do so has been given by the wiring inspec- 
tor. 


The wiring inspector shall be deemed the sole judge 
of what constitutes proper insulation and the safe 
installation of electric conductors and appliances 
within buildings and subject to the approval of the 
Town Council, is hereby authorized to make such 
rules and regulations as he may deem necessary to 
make conductors and appliances as safe as possible. 


: : Whenever, in the opinion of the wiring inspector, any 


electrical conductors or appliances used for the dis- 
tribution of electric current within a building are in 
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an unsafe or dangerous condition, he is hereby auth- 
orized to cause the current to be shut off, if the 
existing defects are not remedied within ten days 
after written notice thereof. 

Sec. 4. Any person violating the provisions of this ordinance 
shall be punished by a fine of twenty-five dollars 
($25) for each offense and each day that said viola- 
tion continues shall be considered a separate offense. 


Art. 53. To see if the town will vote to adopt the following 
ordinance: 

“No driver of a vehicle shall stop the same or allow the 
same to remain standing other than parallel or diagonal to 
and adjacent to the street curb on that part of Main, Pleas- 
ant and Elm Streets in the Village of Mechanic Falis, with- 
in 300 feet of the junction of said streets. Any person viola- 
ing the provisions of this ordinance shall be subject to a fine 
of not less than five dollars nor more than ten dollars.” 


Art. 54. To choose the following town officers: one councillor 
for a term of three years, one member of the Superintending 
School Committee, for a term of three years, and the town 
clerk for the ensuing year. 


The Polls will be open for balloting for Town Officers from 
one thirty o’clock until seven o’clock in the afternoon of March 
twenty-first, 1949. 

Hereof fail not and have you there this warrant with your 
doings thereon. 

The Board of Registration will be in session at the Town 
Office at nine o’clock in the forenoon on March 17th, 18th, and 
19th, 1949 and will remain there until twelve o’clock noon of 
each of the above days for the purpose of correcting the list 
of voters.

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Report of the Fire Chief 


One of the greatest problems of a Call Fire Department is 
maintaining a high morale among members. It is only through 
this that the best is obtained from each individual and from the 
organization as a whole. The interest of the men, individually, 
reflects the morale. Without morale there is no interest and the 
effectiveness of the department is weakened. 


The majority of Call Fire Departments are maintained be- 
cause a Community cannot support a full paid department, as 
there is little pay for the call firemen individually. Some other 
means must be created to keep interest in the Fire Department 
active. Drills, meetings, banquets, club room, participation in 
parades and civic affairs all tend to stimulate that necessary in- 
terest which is the silent voice that commands him to answer 
the call of “fire” day or night. Without that interest his at- 
titude soon changes to that of “let John do it”. Those who are 
in faithful attendence gain confidence in themselves when called 
upon to work at fires but lose their confidence in those who 
have not attended any of these meetings and drills and whose 
work drags at a fire. 


Because of lack of confidence of men in each other, when 
the confidence between individual firemen is lost, the teamwork 
of the department ceases. Once teamwork suffers the funda- 
mental principle of success has been violated. 


In conclusion I would like to take this opportunity to thank 
the Citizens, Members of the Council and our Town Manager 
for their interest and cooperation during the past year. Through 
this interest and cooperation we were able to stay within our 
Budget for the year 1949. We are in hopes to stay within the 
Budget in the ensuing year.

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Annual Report of Public Health 
Nursing Services 


MECHANIC FALLS—1949 


This has been a very busy year for public health nursing 
activities in Mechanic Falls. 


Child Health Conferences were begun in May and held twice 
monthly for several months because of heavy attendance. A 
total of eleven clinics was held which were sponsored by the 
Farm Bureau with Mrs. Prudence Stanton acting as Chairman 
of the Child Health Conference committee. The total atten- 
dance was 284 for the year. Many were given physical examina- 
tions and all were offered protective immunizations against 
whooping cough, diphtheria, tetanus and smallpox. Approxi- 
mately one hundred children were completely immunized. 


In addition to these activities, home visits have been made 
wherever the need was indicated. 


The organization this year of the Community Health Council 
was a highlight in Mechanic Falls community affairs. Miss Kay 
Tufts is chairman and some very interesting projects have been 
planned for the coming year. This year the council’s first con- 
cern was to assist in planning for school health activities. Due 
to kind cooperation of Drs. Busch and Williams, physical exami- 
nations have been done in the schools, including all children in 
grades one, four, seven and twelve. 


The Council is also sponsoring the chest X-rays of all seniors 
who wish this service. Audiometer tests were also completed. 


In addition to the Health Council activities described, the 
Lions Club has worked very closely with the Educational and 
Health Organizations in providing glasses for children who have 
not been able to buy their own. 
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A great deal could be written in this report about the 
splendid cooperation of all town agencies, but since space is 
limited, it will be only possible to say that for this coming year, 
it is planned to continue along the same lines, with emphasis on 


all general health activities. 


The nurse is very grateful for the excellent cooperation and 
assistance all have given her in carrying out the details of pub- 


lic health nursing in this town.

The average rate for schools for all towns and cities in the 
State is $0.02549, rate for your town is .02098. This has dropped 
.006 because of the increased valuation. This increase cost your 
town in State money nearly $4,000.00, not only for the past year 
but for many years to come. 

The average cost of high school students in the State is 
$179.17, your high school cost is $132.35, while Lewiston High 
costs $170.85; Auburn is $163.90 and Oxford High is $158.59. 
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PREPARATION OF PUPILS 


The high school teachers state that the students come to 
them unprepared. Look at this chart and you will see the rea- 
son. It has been far worse in the past six years.

When a teacher has over 25 pupils, the town will save money 
but the pupils will suffer. One teacher was added to the Water 
Street school in 1947, one was added to Elm Street in 1949. You 
need another teacher to take care of the load. The damage 
which has already been done cannot be corrected. But you 
should highly resolve that the next group of pupils shall not 
suffer. 


CONCLUSION

Re: Audit of Accounts—Town of Mechanic Falls 
February 17, 1948 to February 15, 1949 


An examination has been made of the financial records and 
transactions of the Town of Mechanic Falls for the municipal 
year ended February 15, 1949. 


While a detailed audit of all transactions was not made, ac- 
counting records and other supporting evidence were tested by 
methods and to the extent deemed appropriate. 


Asset and liability were reviewed and verifications made 
when deemed necessary. 


CASH 


The cash balance as reported by the ‘Treasurer amounted to 
$339.69. This balance was reconciled with the records of the 
Lewiston Trust Company, Mechanic Falls. 


A petty cash fund of $100.00 was verified by physical count. 


ACCOUNTS RECEIVABLE 


Reimbursements for charitable expenditures for the State 
and other towns are considered to be 100% collectible. The bal- 
ance of this account is comprised of charges for material and 
labor. 


TAXES RECEIVABLE 


An examination was made of the Assessors’ valuation book 
for 1948 and the related commitment of taxes. The records of 
collections were reviewed, and the individual uncollected bal- 
ances were tabulated and found to be in agreement with the con- 
trol accounts. 


All ‘transactions affecting prior years’ uncollected ’ taxes 
were reviewed. 2 
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TAX LIENS 


Payments received on tax liens were examined and verified 
with the records. The liens remaining unpaid were on file with 
the Treasurer and were checked in detail. 


TAX ACQUIRED PROPERTY 


These properties were acquired by the Town through neg- 
lect of the owners to redeem them within the statutory period 
of eighteen months after liens were placed on the properties. 

The amount of $319.27 represented by one piece of property 
was written off during the year, as the Town’s interest was con- 
sidered to be of no value. 


TOWN OWNED PROPERTY 


The Town holds a warranty deed to the John G. Noyes prop- 
erty. The asset value of this property was increased during the 
year to $3,000.00. 


INVENTORY 


This account represented highway material on hand at the 
close of the fiscal year. 


ACCOUNTS PAYABLE 


Withholding Taxes and Teachers’ Retirement contributions 
accrued to the close of the municipal year amounted to $711.40. 
Payments to the proper agencies will be made on the due dates. 


NOTES PAYABLE 


A tax anticipation loan in the amount of $1,000.00 was not 
paid during the 1948 municipal year. This is a demand note 
held by the Lewiston Trust Company, Mechanic Falls, and was 
verified, 
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BONDS PAYABLE 


The required $2,000.00 was appropriated and paid for bonds 
maturing during the year. Bonds in the amount of $10,000.00 
remained outstanding on February 15, 1948. These bonds ma- 
ture at the rate of $2,000.00 per year. 


TRUST FUNDS 


The trust funds held by the Town were examined in detail 
as to investment and income received and paid out. 


REVENUE AND EXPENDITURES 


An analysis of revenue and expenditures for the year is pre- 
sented on Exhibit B. This Exhibit reveals a net loss from oper- 
ations amounting to $6,976.01. 


In our audit report for the 1947 year attention was called to 
an opinion relative to overdrafts rendered by the Attorney Gen- 
eral. Inasmuch as total overdrafts for the 1948 year amounted 
to over $9,000.00 this opinion is again quoted: 

“The municipal officers are bound by the terms of 
the articles in the warrant calling the meeting pro- 
viding for the expenditure of money. ‘The officers 
should not spend more than the taxpayers appropri- 
ated at town meeting, unless the statutes expressly 
authorizes an expenditure in excess of the appropri- 
ation.” 
The provisions of Chapter 84, Section 81 of the Revised Statutes 
of 1944, however, relate to expenditures of monies for highway 
purposes and permit overdrafts in case of emergencies to the 
extent of 15% of the appropriation. 


GENERAL 


Excise tax receipts were verified by examination of the 
copies of the receipts retained by the Collector. 

Surety bonds covering the required officials were examined 
and appeared to be proper. 

As all delinquent taxes and tax liens were listed in the an- 
nual town report, no independent verification was made of these 
accounts, 

A further examination was made of the records and ac- 
counts of the Town Manager’s Office for the period from Febru- 
ary 15, 1949 to March 22, 1949. All records were found up to 
date and all monies accounted for.

To see if the town will vote to accept the gift of 
about 264 feet of 6 inch sewer pipe laid in Pleasant View Avenue 
as a public sewer. 


Art. 40. To see if the town will vote to accept Williams Street 
from its Junction with Bates Street to. its junction with Pleasant 
View Avenue as a public street. 


Art. 41. To choose the following town officers; two council- 
lors for a term of three years, one member of the Superintending 
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School Committee for a term of three years and the town clerk 
for the ensuing year.
